WASHINGTON, Aug. 276.—~-In 
recent years no President of the 
United States has escaped the 
dificult task of taking a hand, d1- 
rectly or indirectly, in the settle- 
ment of some great industrial con- 
troversy and It appears that Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s turn now is ap- 
proaching. The United Mine Work- 
‘ers and the owners.and operators 
of the anthracite coal mines of 
the country are at grips with a 
strike threat in the background. 
Further, advance intimations are 
current that the railroad brother- 
hoods will seek an increase in 
wages about November 1 and back 
up their demands with the threat 

of a strike. 

A combination coal and rallroad 
strike would bring to the Ameri- 
can people a calamity which would 
require quick and strong efforts 
to repair and this may prove to 
be President Coolidge’ greatest 
administrative responsibility. 

Despite the recurrence of strikes 
and strike threats necessitating ac- 
tion by the President, it is a rath- 
er curieus fact that there is no 
statute conferring upon him any 
epecific authority to act in such 
emergencies. He relies upon the 
broad executive powers lald down 
in the Constitution of the United 
States and it has been the expe- 
rience that, even lacking statute 
law to back him up, the dignity 
that hedges so great a magistrate

the laying before the public claims

suggest; Coercion, which is the 
Mast resort, involving the use of 
Federal or State troops. The gov- 
ernment and citizens generally are 
loathe to resort to force save where 
it is necessary to protect life and 
property. 

The general 2 of nego- 
tlatlons usually has held the Pres- 
ident’s hand in abeyance until the 
very last. When al! other efforts 
settlement the President 
then ts brought in, using the tre- 
mendous weight and influence of 
his office to bring about an adjust- 
ment.

Two repor‘ters, neither of whom 
had had the previous pleasure of 
the Senator’s acquaintance, waited 
upon him yesterday at the Biltmore 
for the purpose of learning his 
views, if any, upon local, State na- 
tional and international affairs. 

The august man appeared some- 
what astonished when he. learned 
that one of the reporto: lal duo rep- 
resented The Times and during the 
ensuing few minutes regarded this 


newspaper's representative with a 
degree of intensity not calculated 
to set the seekér after news wholly 
at ease. The reporter's bewilder- 
ment may be better understood 
when it is learned that he is a 
comparative newcomer here and 
not uainted with Senator John- 
son and the Senator’s peculiaritfes. 

Newspaper reporters are essen- 
tlally psychologists, however, and 
The Times representative instantly 
decided to permit hia rival to do 


taining whatever thoughts the 
Senator might harbor for publica- 
tion. Thus the “interview” pro- 
ceeded. The questioner represent- 
et a paper which has always been 
friendly to Johnson. | 

Senator Johnson proved uncom- 
municative—noncommunicative, in 
fact. He said he came to Los An- 
geles for pleasure only. He knows 
of nothing now before the Con- 
gress of particular interest to Call- 
fornia. He is but vaguely informed 
as to what happened at the tri- 
State Colorado River conference at 
Phoenix and does not want to be- 
come involved in any controversy 
with Arizona's bellicose Governor 
—George W. P. Hunt. 

Although it is rumored around 
the City Hall that the senior Call- 
fornia Senator came south from 
his San Francisco home to induce 
Southern California men to enter 
the race for Governor and for 
United States Senator, he had noth- 
ing to say on elther subject. In 
view of the Senator's well-known 
anti-adversiong with respect to 
Senator Shortridge and Gov.

That the effect of the competition of oth- 
er fuels is already seriously felt is evi- 
denced by the recent report of the court of 
inquiry in England. The commissioners 
found that: 
The present crisis is, to a great ex- 
tent, the creation of neither party to 
the dispute. It has arisen, in the main, 
; from without and is due to causes not 
within the control of either party. a 
The commissioners also found that the 
increased cost of production’ militated 
against profitable export trade. The higher 
wages demanded by the miners make it 
impossible for the operators and exporters 
to compete in markets that they once con- 
trolled. Coal now costs more at the pit 
mouth in England than in either Germany 
or the United States; and the union min- 
ers, failing to realize that their wages must 
be paid by the thing they produce, demand 
still ‘higher wages. These. demands are 
backed by threats of strike and revolution. 
A tentative truce has been established 
‘by the government's agreeing to pay a sub- 
ad to the mine owners sufficient to per- 
mit the increase. But this is far from a 
solution. If the coal export of England is 
cut in half the number of men employed in 
the mines must be reduced at least cone- 
third. This means more idleness and more 
doles. 
And Lloyd George,, always more dramatic 
than logical, says the government must 
solve the problem through legislation. 
“Events will now cause them to legislate 


along those lines,” he concludes, “and if 


may well glide into revolution,” 1 
One can only draw from this the conclu- 
sion that Britain must repeal an economic 
law by political action to escape revolution. 
If thig be true, revolution is inevitable.

ESULT OF TINKERING 3 
The free-trade Democratic press has 
found another pretext for attacking the pro- 


‘| teetive tariff because one of the great cor- 


porations engaged in the manufacture of 
woolen goods recently made a cut of 10 
per cent in the wages of its 2500 employees. 
In 1923 the same Massachusetts corpora- 
tion increased the wages of the same 2500 
employees 12% per cent, but we have no 
recollection of having read comments on 
that act in these same Democratic news- 
papers. — 

The American Bconomist of New York 
gives some illuminating figures showing 
that the lower tariff rates as fixed on wool- 
ens by the act of 1922 resulted in a flood 
of imported goods, by reason of low wages. 
in Europe, that demoralized the home mar- 
ket. In a given eleven months ending in 
1924 the importation of woolen fabrics 
amounted to something over $7,000,000: in 
the same period ending in 1925, when the 
foreign manufacturers took full benefit of 
the low tariff, the imports reached 318,551 
283, which was directly responsible for the 
cut im the wages among Massachusetts 
manufacturers. The Economist further 
states that the same manufacturers lost 
$4,000,000 in operating expenses in 1924. 
The Springseld (Mass.) Union remarks thst 
“there are times when readjustment of cost 
factors becomes necessary and, from the 
workers’ standpoint, steady work and full 
time, even at reduced wages, are preferable 
to a four-day week with occasional shut - 
downs.”
